Small Freighter Reported 
Sent Down by Bombers 
Off Spain—‘Heavy Loss 
of Life’ Feared. 


LONDON, July 22 (AP).—A ship 


identified as the 1282-ton Frossoula, 
of Panama registry, was sunk by 
German bombers last week, an au- 
thoritative source said today, add- 
ing it is feared there was a “heavy 
loss of life.” 


The ship was bombed on the 


night of July 15, about 258 miles 


northwest of Cape Finisterre, Spain, 
in “very bad weather,” this source 
said. Its last port of call was

The source also said that those in 
the chief officer’s boat suffered 
“terrible hardships.” Some were 
washed overboard and others died 
of exposure. 

After four days three survivors 
reached a British port. They were 
the Portuguese chief officer, the 
second engineer, a Greek, and a 
seaman who is also a Greek. The 
men were reported under care in a 
British hospital. 

Two other American ships have 
been sunk in this war. The Argen- 
tine freighter Uruguay was torpe- 
doed May 28 within 100 miles of 
the spot where the Frossoula re- 
portedly went down. A _ Pana- 
manian freighter, the Santa Mar- 
garita, was torpedoed off the Span- 
ish coast by a U-boat July 2.

Six of 36 Italian Sailors Survive 


13 Days in Lifeboat After Battle 


ROME, July 22 (AP).—Six sur- 
vivors from the Italian destroyer 
Espero have been rescued by an 
Italian submarine after 13 days in 
an open boat, which upset at least 
three times, spilling most of the 30 
others into the  shark-infested 
Mediterranean, the Italian news 
agency Stefani reported today. 

In their storm-tossed odyssey the 
men dined on bits of raw fish and 
a sea gull, which they cooked in a 
helmet over a fire kindled from an 
oar, the agency reported. 

(The British announced _ the 
Espero’s destruction at the outset 
of the battle of the Mediterranean 
July 8.) 

Stefani published a diary kept by 
one of the rescued men, a gunner. 
Captain Stays With Ship. 

“The British forces were over- 
whelming,” it said, “but we con- 
tinued the battle until the last min- 
ute. There were many killed and 
wounded, The commander ordered 
lifeboats lowered but refused to 
leave the Espero. I reached the 
last lifeboat, already crowded. 

“Morning shows 36 men half on 
board and half holding on to the 
boat. It is necessary for the un- 
wounded to take turns staying in 
the water while the others rest

“The lifeboat _has overturned 


. 


three times as the turns changed. 
Each time some wounded have dis- 
appeared. Other wounded who died 
were thrown overboard. 

“Morning of the third day: Only 
14 remain. Two other lifeboats 
have come near, almost in the same 
condition. All are asking water but 
‘none is to be had. Sharks are all 
‘around the boats, trying to overturn 
them. 

Other Boats Disappear. 


“Next morning: No trace of oth- 
er boats. Rowing with one oar we 
are trying to reach the distant 
shore but wind is against us, 


“Sixth day: Found an empty boat, 
evidently a lifeboat from a steamer, 
with 14 oars, four kegs of water, a 
compass, candles, signaling lamp, 
mackintoshes, rocket pistol and 30 
rocket matches, etc. 

“Now only seven of us are left. 

“Twice airplanes have come near, 
received our distress signal and dis- 
appeared. 

“Thirteenth day: High seas and 
a strong wind and the crew almost 
exhausted when a submarine came 
near and rescued the six survivors. 
In 13 days our only food was one 
gull killed with the rocket pistol 
and cooked in a helmet over a fire 
made of one oar, and--one fish, 
eaten saw.”

“This plan is discarded,” Hitler 
replied. “Enthusiasm and willing- 
ness are not enough. The arming 
and equipment of a great army is 
a serious and difficult problem. My 
S. A. men are disappointed. They 
have reproached me in terms which 
I have had to reject as unjustified. 
Could I recommend that Germany 
should have two mutually inde- 
pendent armies? One might pro- 
ceed on the principle of calling up 
men according to age. If this prin- 
ciple were accepted, it could not 
be arbitrarily forsaken. Or there 
was the principle of recruiting and 
voluntary service. My party com- 
rades would surely understand that 
this principle, which possibly sat- 
isfied Britain, was not sufficient 
for us. And how could I combine 
the two principles? Were the 
party members to give voluntary 
service and be bound to the army 
for a specially long period? Or 
were all the members of the S. A. 
to belong to a special military elite, 
or was I to use them as a sort of 
people’s militia? If so, they would 
be lacking in the reserves of the 
regular army, and there would be 
an incredible amount of confusion. 
No, I must say the arguments of 
my S. A. men have not convinced 
me. I have every intention of 
keeping to my agreement and my 
obligations to (President) Hinden- 
burg and the army.” 


After a:pause, Hitler continued: 

“The day of the mass army is 
not past. Germany must return to 
universal conscription, and _ as 
quickly as possible train as a mili- 
tary reserve the classes of men 
who have not yet served. Of course, 
in view of the increasing impor- 
tance of mechanized units, an ever 
larger part of the army will have 
‘to be professional soldiery serving 
for a long period.

AVID is almost four, alert and eager to see all that is 
D to be seen. His eagerness leads him to strange places, 
such as the tops of gates, down cellars, behind counters, 
into garages where he has been hauled out from under cars, 
camemeeeegea grease-covered but happy. He 
| ' ‘wanted to see how they looked un- 
derneath. Such unaccountable be- 
havior keeps the child’s mother on 
edge. She has to keep him in sight 
every minute of the day, but, of 
course, sometimes loses him. He 
is away like a jackrabbit and she 
has to go looking for him all over 
the neighborhood. There is no- 
body to leave him with, so he has 
to be taken along on shopping 
trips and to the markets. His 
mother holds him by the hand just 
0 as long as she can. One day she 
ANGELO was paying the bill at the counter 
and holding him before her with her knee against the counter. 
How he did it nobody knows, but when she had paid the Dill 
and taken her change and reached down for David’s hand, he 
was gone. It took an hour to find him. He was out in the 
back of the shop crawling in and out of crates to see what was 
in them, 
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WHEN THE STREETS are as unsafe as ours are, this is 
a dreadful situation for mother and child. Nobody can relieve 
his mother, because nobody wants the responsibility for his 
safety. He has to get out for air and exercise. He climbs un- 
der and over the fence. No gate stops him, so the yard is no 
help. The only solution I can see for such runaway children 
is a nursery school group for as many hours a day as the class 
is in session. Escort him to the class and back. He will stay 
with the children, and the teacher will make certain he does. 
Tt is much easier to hold him in a class than by himself. When 
taking such a child downtown among the shoppers, it is wise 
to put his harness on. That is an arrangement of straps, one 
across his chest and back, one over each shoulder, riveted to 
the main one, and two stout lines. Horse lines, the children 
call this outfit. They like to play horse with it. The child’s 
mother holds the lines and he trots along with her always un- 
der her hand. 
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SOME SUCH precaution as this is wise for all little ones 
who are finding their way about. It saves them from getting 
ahead of themselves on street crossings, from straying away 
from their mothers. No matter how watchful a mother is, she 
is certain to forget the child for an instant, and that is long 
enough for him to get into trouble. Baby pens are not helpful 
after the child walks well. He needs more freedom than the 
pen allows. For the creeping, toddling one, the pens is just the 
thing. Runaway children are those who exhaust the possibili- 
ties of home quickly. They want companionship, activity and 
adventure. Fitting up the yard with play equipment and bring- 
ing in playmates will help, but the nursery group and the har- 
ness seem to accomplish more.

S I have said before, I am 
A always interested in hearing 

about unusual customs and 
forms which are strange to me, 
One which I would like to know 
more about at present is the “be- 
trothal card” mentioned in this 
letter: “We are about to announce 
our daughter's engagement. Will 
you please give me your sugges- 
tion for wording the engraved be- 
trothal cards that we are to hand 
to the guests when they arrive?” 

The idea of such a card seems 
completely out of place-since it is 
neither a correct form, nor an 
amusing novelty. Correctly, the 
announcement of an engagement 
should not be engraved. Correctly, 
engagements are announced to 
friends by written notes, and to 
acquaintances by notice in the so- 
cial column in the paper. 

On the other hand, those who 
want to make the announcement 
informally at a friendly party, 
“make up” an original idea that 
will be a combination of both sur- 
prise and quiz—something' that 
their friends are expected to guess. 
Perhaps iced cakes are marked 
with the initials of both and served 
with ice cream, or balloons are let 
loose with “Alice and David” paint- 
ed on them, or at a sit-down sup- 
per, telegraph envelopes are used 
as place cards with the announce- 
ment written in facsimile of a tele- 
gram inside. And, of course, we 
have heard of letting the “cat out 
of the bag” idea—this being used 
literally, and the names tied to a 
ribbon around the cat’s neck. 

But to hand engraved announce- 
ments to guests as they arrive 
sounds very awkward. Or perhaps 
a betrothal card is something very 
different from what I imagine—if 
it is, won’t someone please tell me 
about it? 
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DEAR MRS. POST: Is _ there 
some way a girl can let a boy 
know that she prefers to have him 
take her to her front door when 
they come home from a date? This 
one boy leaves me at the gate, 
which I can’t understand, because 
he is so polite in every other way.

active exercise, you’re going to re- 
quire a larger dress size come au- 
tumn! 

You should be as figure con- 
scious during the summer months 
as you are during the winter and 
keep the curves whittled down and 
your muscles firm and strong! You 
know, I advise relaxation and 
plenty of rest during the hot 
weather—but I do not advocate 
permitting your normal weight to 
increase and your flesh to grow 
soft as a jellyfish! You relax and 
rest better if you exercise some, 
and you burn up the extra energy 
which otherwise would go into 
unbecoming fat! 

When you are next at the beach 
you might go through this simple 
but efficacious schedule which El- 
len Ballon, lovely young Canadian 
pianist, finds to be both appropri- 
ate for beach practice and very 
efficacious for muscle firming. 

Lie on the sand in your bathing 
suit. Stretch from fingertips to 
toe. Keep your arms overhead 
with elbows held close to your ears, 
hips and shoulders flat on the 
sand. Slowly raise your head and 
shoulders and arms until you are 
in a sitting position, remembering 
to keep your arms outstretched all 
the time. Then reverse and grad- 
ually lower your upper body until 
you are lying flat again. 

That one is difficult! It is hard 
as the dickens to do the first time, 
and if you want to have fun, ask 
your companions to try it. The 
rule is, though, to rise and lower 
slowly—that’s what makes it dif- 
ficult—and that’s what firms the 


flabby muscles of. the abdomen. 
Good for both men and women. 

To Prevent Hips From Spread- 
ing: Lie flat on your back and 
swing your left leg far across your 
body until your face touches the 
sand. Then with another swing, 
your right leg crosses your body. 
Roll from side to side in this man- 
ner until you must pause for 
breath. That is a good one to do 
on the floor at home. 

Making Thighs Thin: Hold on to 
a safety rope in the water, or to 
the edge of a dock or pool. Allow 
your body to rise and float. Then, 
keeping your knees stiff and your 
toes pointed, kick your legs up and 
down, scissor fashion, until you 
are weary. Pause and repeat again. 

Then turn over and float on 
your back with arms stretched out 
at shoulder level. Kick your legs 
up and dewn rapidly until they 
are tired. Relax, kick again. This 
exercise (which I admit is strenu- 
ous, but fun) is a sure way of re- 
ducing too thick thighs and calves. 
It also firms the muscles of the 
abdomen, which in turn narrows 
the waistline. Worth your effort? 
You bet it is. 

When you come out of the 
water lie on an eight-pound medi- 
cine ball with the weight of your 
body falling on your abdomen. 
Roll the ball by pushing your body 
forward and backward and side- 
ways—without letting your feet 
or hands touch the sand! If you 
can do that, you’re good!

Doctor Tells 
How to Treat 


Prickly Heat |

HAT is prickly heat and what 
W:: the treatment of it? 

The medical name for prick- 
ly heat is miliaria. It is generally 
agreed that it is due to the stop- 
ping up of the sweat ducts. The 
mouths of the sweat ducts swell up 
because the cells are unprotected 
by sufficient oil. There is a con- 
gestion of the capillaries and the 
formation of blisters or swellings 
in the upper layers of the skin. 

Excessive sweating tends to re- 
move the oil on the skin, and all 
cases of prickly heat are associ- 
ated with excessive sweating. 

Diagnosis is not always simple. 
Many eruptions are called prickly 
heat that are really insect bites, 
especially flea bites. A good point 
to notice is whether the rash af- 
fects the covered or exposed parts 
of the body. If the latter, insect 
bites or plant dermatitis may be 
suspected rather than prickly heat. 
Ringworm is another confusing pos- 
sibility. 

Treatment should consist of 
soothing preparations—lotions and 
powders. Starch, almond meal or 
bran water may be applied and the 
area then dried and dusted with 10 
per cent boric acid powder with 
zinc oxide and starch. Calomine lo- 
tion with or without phenol is used 
in severe cases. Sponging with al- 
cohol may be all that is needed. 
“Mexican heat powder” contains 
camphor, zinc oxide, borig acid and 
starch,

IS THERE ANY scientific evi- 
dence that middle-aged people with 
a history of heart attacks should 
remain at sea level?

Many feel bet- 
ter in the clear air of the hills at 
1000 to 2000 feet than they do in 
the moist air at sea level. In fact, 
the general] experience is that heart 
symptoms are often benefitted by 
such a change.

AVING shaken off the dirt— 
H the actual dirt on the stage—

North's terrific leap to six was an 
astounding bid, which is about the 
mildest criticism I can make of it. 
No blame can be attached to South 
for his free bid over East’s despera- 
tion shutout attempt of two hearts. 
South’s distribution, regardless of 
his almost nonexistent honor 
strength, warranted the bid after 
his partner’s vulnerable takeout 
double. North correctly assumed, 
from the heart bid on his right 
and the heart raise on his left, that 
there were few, if any, losing 
hearts in the South hand, but sure- 
ly this one assumpticen could not 
justify a leap to six. 

When West opened the heart king 
and the dummy was laid down, 
South saw that hiis chances were 
slim indeed. The first plan that 
occurred to him was to play for 
either East or West to hold the 
blank queen-jack of trumps. If 
that condition existed then a club 
break would bring home the hor- 
ribly overbid contract. 

Only one other plan of play 
loomed in the background, but 
since this second could be tried 
after the first had been investigat- 
ed, declarer ruffed the opening lead 
and led a small spade. When dum- 
my’s king dropped nothing but low 
trumps from the defenders, the 
first plan was proved futile. De- 
clarer therefore went ahead with 
the one remaining hope. He ruffed 
a second heart and led a diamond 
to the jack, then ruffed a third 
heart. He then cashed the two-~ 
other diamonds, ruffed a fourth 
heart and returned to the dummy 
to cash the ace and king of clubs. 
With dummy down to the ace of 
spades, one heart and one losing 
club, declarer now ruffed the last 
heart with the ten of spades, and 
dummy’s losing club was won twice, 
in a manner of speaking, by the 
defenders: East could win it with 
the ten spot, but West had to use 
a high trump on it, since he had 
nothing left. 

Obviously, declarer had been very 
fortunate in finding both spade hon- 
ors in West’s hand, where they 
could not be used for heart ruffing 
purposes, but he still deserved 
credit for having tried the only 
two possible roads to success.
